Continuation of 1 1 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: On page 20 of remarks, applicant argues that "Instead, the cited col. 8 
displays information on locations to visit, and does not teach or suggest providing 
information based on a change in a series of position coordinates that indicates a 
predefined activity In response to applicant's argument that the references fail 
to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies (i.e., providing information based on a change in a series 
of position coordinates that indicates a predefined activity ) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
Furthermore, applicant arguments "nowhere is there any teaching or suggestion 
of the claim requirements of processing the position coordinates and time 
information to determine whether a change in a series of position coordinates 
indicates a predefined activity" are not found in claim 67. 
In addition, independent claims 1 , 23 and 45 are amended by adding depedent 
claims 10, 32, and 54, respectively, which will be entered because this 
amendment does not raise new issues that would require further search. 
However, incorporating depedent claims 10, 32 and 54 into other independent 
claims 18, 40 and 62 raise new issues that would require further search and 
consideration.
